Summary 





COVID-19 deaths have 
been at a low level in the 
past month 


There have been 8 or fewer 
deaths involving COVID-19 
in each of the past six weeks. 
In the most recent week up 
to 13 June, 7 deaths involved 
COVID-19. 


COVID-19 death rate 
close to its lowest value 
in Scotland in May 


Accounting for age and 
population structure, 6 in 
every 100,000 people died 
from COVID-19 in Scotland 
in May. The lowest monthly 
rate is 4 per 100,000 in 
August 2020. 


COVID-19 mortality 
more likely in most 
deprived areas 


Since the beginning of the 
pandemic, the death rate 
from all causes (adjusted for 
age) was 1.9 times the rate 
in the least deprived areas. 
For deaths involving 
COVID-19, the gap was 2.4 
times.
